School  lost  a wonderful  person  with  the  death  of 
Walter  Miller. 

Walter  Miller,  teacher,  coach,  and  guidance 
counselor  was  a man  who  cared  about  his  students 
and  wanted  nothing  but  the  best  for  them. 

Mr.  Miller  received  a Bachelor’s  degree  in  Educa- 
tion from  the  University  of  Omaha  and  a Master’s 
degree  in  Education  from  Salem  State  College.  He 
taught  mathematics  in  the  North  Reading  School 
System  from  1963  to  1970  and  was  a guidance  coun- 
selor from  1970  to  1991.  He  was  the  head  football 
coach  from  1967  to  1970  and  then  again  from  1985 
to  1990. 

Mr.  Miller  was  a member  of  the  Massachusetts 
Teachers  Association,  the  North  Reading  Educa- 
tion Association,  and  the  Massachusetts  High 
School  Football  Coaches  Association. 

Whether  it  was  on  the  field  or  in  the  classroom, 
Walter  Miller  wanted  his  players  and  students  to  de- 
velop self-confidence,  to  be  open-minded,  and  to 
gain  a sense  of  fair  play  in  any  endeavor.  His  teach- 
ing, counseling,  and  coaching  gave  him  much  per- 
sonal satisfaction.  He  spent  most  of  his  life  with 
those  who  meant  the  most  to  him:  young  people.

He  felt  every 
student  who  went  through  high  school  should  be  able  to 
type  whether  or  not  he  or  she  went  to  college. 


Mr.  Clarkin  had  a gruff  exterior,  but  beneath  the  surface  lay 
1 1 the  heart  of  a very  gentle  man.  He  was  interested  in  the  lives  of  his 
\ students  in  school  and  out  of  school. 

Mr.  Clarkin’s  past  time  was  spent  enjoying  sports,  particularly 
j basketball.  He  coached  girls’  basketball  in  a school  where  he  form- 
erly taught.  For  25  years  Mr.  Clarkin  held  season  tickets  for  the 
I Patriots.  He  was  one  of  their  biggest  fans. 

Mr.  Clarkin’s  smiling  face  and  jovial  manner  will  surely  be 
missed  by  the  students  and  faculty,  but  certainly  not  forgotten.
